RIDER: MORE THAN 
MEETS THE EYE 

Regarding the recent arti¬ 
cle on the Rider Hotel (8/25/ 
82), I would like to make a 
few observations that I be¬ 
lieve the people should be 
alerted to, 

1. Spokesperson Gene Prat 
claims there is a group of in¬ 
vestors in this project. I be¬ 
lieve in reality there is only 
one: J, Alfred Rider. This is 
just a Rider tactic to divert 
attention away from himself. 
(Gene Prat, as you may know, 
ran against Wilson Riles for 
superintendent of public in¬ 
struction in the June primary.) 
If there is more than one in¬ 
vestor, then the names and re¬ 
spective percentages of owner* 
ship should be publicly dis¬ 
closed. 

2. Prat claims Rider will 
only charge $30 per night. 
This seems hard to believe, 
since he already charges $27 
to $35 per night for a room 
in his dingy guesthomes. Does 
he really expect us to buy 
that?! With today's financing 
costs, he could not possibly 
make money on only $30 per 
night, and we know Rider 
isn't building this hotel out of 
the goodness of his heart! I 
believe Mr* Prat owes the peo¬ 
ple an explanation on how 
that $30 w r as calculated, 

3. No one has even seen a 
drawing of what this 200-room 
monster is going to look like. 
Reading the fine print of this 
declaration of policy, one will 
find that Rider could put in 
“other ancillary facilities as 
deemed necessary. ” What 
does that mean (a mini shop¬ 
ping mall, office space)? No 
one but Rider knows. 

Obviously there is more to 


this than what meets the eye. 
We are going to have to ask a 
lot more questions and not 
just rely on Rider or his min¬ 
ions for the answers. Since 
Rider decided to put this up 
for a vote of the people, he 
has placed this matter in the 
public domain, and we the 
people must demand to know 
the truth of this issue. When 
the facts about J, Alfred Ri¬ 
der and his hotel are known 
to the people, it will not be a 
question of whether he wins 
or loses, but rather a question 
of whether he loses or gets 
wiped out.

Color photocopying has become an 
art medium in itself, since the color 
intensity levels on the copying machines 
may be varied to make the copy 
approach the exact tones of the orig¬ 
inal. or to produce any number of 
bizarre variations. 

Many color-copy centers have staff 
do the copying for customers, but the 
copy centers listed below allow self- 
service use of the machines, either at 
hourly rates or 1 ‘by the copy / 1 Most will 
show you the basics of running the 
machine at no extra cost. However, 
if you run the machine yourself, you 
pay for all the copies you make — even 
the mistakes. The cost is usually 75<L$i 
percopy.

deal 

The giant Louisiana-Paci¬ 
fic Corporation is blaming 
leaks to the press and Con¬ 
gressman Phil Burton (D-SF) 
for last week's abandonment 
of ILS* Interior Department 
plans to give away tens of 
thousands of acres of North¬ 
ern California forestlands to 
the timber giant. The forest¬ 
lands were to be payment for 
monies allegedly owed the 
corporation for land taken 
during the expansion of Red¬ 
wood National Park, 

Reached in Portland, 
Oregon, L-P spokesman 
Jerry Griffen told the Guard¬ 
ian, “There are more leaks at 
Interior than sieves have 
holes. Raving politicos like 
Phil Burton and [California 
Secretary of Resources] 
Huey Johnson are whipping 
up uninformed emotions all 
over California, These guys 
have sources that won't quit. 
It's impossible to negotiate in 
the heat of battle when every 
piece of personal correspon¬ 
dence between Interior and 
our company appears on the 


pages of newspapers before 
we even receive it,” 

The Louisiana-Pacific/In- 
terior Department deal has 
been in the offing since Jan¬ 
uary, when L-P Chairman of 
the Board Harry Merlo wrote 
interior Secretary James Wait 
suggesting that he would be 
amenable to a gift of federal 
forestlands in lieu of an esti¬ 
mated $248 million still alleg¬ 
edly owed the timber giant 
for land taken during the 1978 
expansion of the park , Loui¬ 
siana-Pacific is the nation's 
third largest timber producer 
and number one purchaser of 
federal timber leases. 

Initial attempts by Interior 
to hand over 107,000 acres of 
U,S, Forest Service lands ad¬ 
jacent to the park were foiled 
in July because of inter¬ 
departmental intricacies. The 
Forest Service falls under the 
aegis of the Department of 
Agriculture, and the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice advised that 
the proposal impinged on 
Agriculture's j u risdict ion, 

Following rejection of the 
proposed Forest Service 
transfer, Interior began look¬ 
ing for forestlands that did 
fall within its purview. Under 
the direction of Watt's spe¬ 
cial assistant, Stan Hewlitt, a 
Nixon holdover and former 
lobbyist for the California 
wood products industry, In¬ 
terior's Bureau of Land 
Management was instructed 
to prepare a feasibility study 
of BLM forested tracts that 


could be offered to Louisi¬ 
an a-Pacific to pay off the 
purported debt, BLM Held 
offices identified 70,000 
acres scattered throughout 
Mendocino, Trinity and 
Humboldt Counties as pos¬ 
sible exchange property. But 
almost 50,000 acres on those 
sites turned out to be in “high 
conflict” areas—the lands 
have prior mining and timber 
claims against them, harbor 
endangered species or are lo¬ 
cated in proposed wilderness 
areas. On Monday, Aug. 
23rd, even as rumors of the 
new exchange were finding 
their way into the press. In¬ 
terior's second-in-command 
Don Hodel wrote Louisiana- 
Pacific Chairman Merlo that 
4 'although the federal gov¬ 
ernment continues to recog¬ 
nize its obligation to pay for 
land taken, it appears to us 
that the issue is far too easily 
misunderstood . . . it is ap¬ 
propriate at this time to lay 
aside further considerations 
of theexchange. ” 

One reason the BLM swap 
got scotched is that the debt 
to L-P may not exist. Ac¬ 
cording to Tim McKay, 
director of the Northcoast 
Environmental Center and 
an avid student of Redwood 
National Park's develop¬ 
ment since its original consol¬ 
idation in 1968, L-P did give 
up 25,000 acres to park ex¬ 
pansion four years ago but 
only 7,000 acreas of the tract 
contained old-growth red¬ 
woods. Thus far, L-P has 


been paid $200 million (out 
of a total of $360 million allo¬ 
cated to three timber com¬ 
panies by Phil Burton's 1978 
Park Expansion bill) and the 
corporation now claims it is 
owed at least an additional 
$248 million or its equivalent 
replacement value in forested 
land. 

“Who besides L-P and In¬ 
terior has determined that 
Louisiana-Pacific is owed 
anything at all?” McKay 
asked the Guardian last 
week. “This is beginning to 
smell as bad as Teapot Dome 
did in another Republican 
administration.” Last week, 
Department of Justice at¬ 
torney Max Findley appar¬ 
ently agreed, telling the 
Washington Post that “any 
trade would be premature— 
we don't even know if the 
debt exists.” 

Reached while campaign¬ 
ing for re-election in San 
Francisco, Burton responded 
to Griffen's angry allegations 
by telling the Guardian he “is 
honored to be singled out as 
the party responsible for 
stopping this outrageous 
giveaway. The Justice De¬ 
partment's advice is sound. 
One of the most pernicious 
aspects of this proposal is 
that the government acquired 
L-P*s land at the highest tim¬ 
ber prices in history, and now 
L-P is suggesting a trade 
when prices are at a bargain 
basement low. This is symp¬ 
tomatic of the Reagan Ad¬ 
ministration and James 


Watt's efforts to give away 
public lands and treasures. We 
haven't seen the last of such 
shenanigans.”

U.S. Department of 
Education seeks to stop 
funding for progressive 
organizations 

The ILS. Department of Education is considering imple¬ 
menting new funding regulations that would make it more dif¬ 
ficult for politically active organizations to obtain federal 
grants or contracts. The new regulations, which have not yet 
received department approval, were circulated in a July 13th 
memo from Deputy General Counsel Hugh Joseph Beard Jr., 
a copy of which was leaked to the Washington Post, 

Tony Blankley, a spokesman for the department, con¬ 
firmed that new, more stringent grant and contract regulations 
are under consideration, although he refused to specify the 
details, “We have the feeling some money from the federal 
government is going for political purposes, and it's not sup¬ 
posed to,” he told the Guardian, 

But Congressman Don Edwards (D-San Jose) told the 
Guardian the new regulations are targeted at left-leaning 
groups, and are “totally unacceptable.” Edwards, who chairs 
the House Judiciary Committee's Subcommittee on Human 
Rights, said if the regulations become official department pol¬ 
icy his committee will begin public hearings on them in an ef¬ 
fort to “embarrass the department into recalling them.” 

Blankley told the Guardian it has long been federal policy to 
forbid recipients of federal monies from using them for politi¬ 
cal lobbying. 

But Edwards said the new Department of Education move is 
just another prong in the Reagan administration's assault on 
progressive organizations. “They're going to look and see if 
they agree with your political and social aims and base their 
decisions on those, not on the individual merits of the gram 
proposal,” he said.

FOLLOW THAT STORY! 


Theendofthe 
monopoly 
on Monopoly 

One of the longest and 
most complete coverups in 
modem American history is 
finally coming unravelled. 
I'm not talking about filling 
in the 18-mimtte gap on Rich¬ 
ard Nixon's famous Water¬ 
gate tape nor of establishing 
the true identity of Deep 
Throat, the source who blew 
the lid off that scandal. 

No, this coverup lasted 
much longer than Watergate, 
and was much more success¬ 
ful, having left its mark 
on two generations of Amer¬ 
icans. I'm talking about the 
coverup of the true origins of 
the game Monopoly. 

That's right, Monopoly, 
the #1 best selling American 
board game of all time, and 
basis of the prosperity of 
Parker Bros., its manufac¬ 
turer. Monopoly, the game 
almost all of us grew up with. 

Monopoly, Parker Bros, 
says, was the brainchild of 
one Charles Darrow, who 
thought it up in his Phila¬ 
delphia kitchen while he was 
unemployed during the Great 
Depression, and then made 
millions from its unprece¬ 
dented success. That's what 
Parker Bros, says, and most 
of us have read versions of 


this account—as an intro¬ 
duction to the game's rules, 
in any of scores of articles on 
the game or in Maxine 
Brady' s * ‘definitive' ’ 1974 
tom e The Monopoly Book. 

But this story is a lie, ex¬ 
cept for the parts about 
Charles Darrow living in 
Philadelphia and his making 
millions off the game, Dar¬ 
row did not invent Monop¬ 
oly; he stole it and lied to 
Parker Bros, about being its 
originator. When the com¬ 
pany discovered the lie, the 
game had already become a 
bestseller and was pulling 
Parker Bros, back from the 
edge of depression-induced 
bankruptcy. Then, rather 
than risk losing control of 
its hottest property, the com¬ 
pany joined with Darrow in 
a campaign to obliterate the 
true origins of the game. 

For almost forty years this 
campaign succeeded bril¬ 
liantly. But now it is coming 
apart, and the truth is seeping 
,out. The truth is coming out 
thanks to the research and 
struggle of Ralph Anspach, 
Professor of Economics at 
San Francisco State Univer¬ 
sity. 

Ten years ago, Anspach in¬ 
vented the game he called 
“Anti-Monopoly,” in which 
players competed to see who 
could most effectively bust up 
various imaginary corporate 
combinations. Parker Bros, 
didn't cotton to his name for 


his game and sued to stop him 
from selling it. But Anspach 
counter-sued, charging that 
the name Monopoly pre¬ 
dated Parker Bros.' game, 
and was thus in the public do¬ 
main. While doing research 
for his suit Anspach filled in 
the details of the true story of 
Monopoly's origin. That 
story, which was first pub¬ 
lished in the Bay Guardian on 
Apr, 23, 1976, goes some¬ 
thing like this; 

Monopoly was first called 
the “Landlord's Game”; its 
inventor was a Maryland 
woman named Lizzie Magie, 
who was granted U.S. patent 
#748-626 for it on Jan, 5, 
1904, thirty years before 
Charles Darrow supposedly 
thought it up. Magie was a 


Quaker and a believer in the 
anti-capitalistic economy of 
Henry George, who taught 
that speculation in land val¬ 
ues was at the root of modern 
society’s social and financial 
problems. Her game was in¬ 
tended to expose theses evils. 

A look at the sketch of the 
board for Magic's “Land¬ 
lord's Game,” which was filed 
with patent records, shows 
striking similarities to the 
present version: among them 
are the four corner spaces, es¬ 
pecially the Jail and “Go to 
Jail” in opposite positions; 
four railroads, one in the 
middle of each row; the 
Waterworks and Electric Co. 
in their assigned places; and a 
series of properties of ascend¬ 
ing value running clockwise 


around the board. 

Yes, the parallels are ob¬ 
vious, but there are differ¬ 
ences too: the properties have 
no name; there's no Chance 
or Community Chest; and, 
of course, the name is not the 
same. 

But even here, Charles 
Darrow does not merit much 
credit for the game's evolu¬ 
tion. Lizzie Magie made 
some copies of her game, and 
dozens of people, mostly 
other Quakers in the Mid- 
Atlantic states, played, en¬ 
joyed and even modified the 
game in the following years. 
What Lizzie Magie origi¬ 
nated thus became essentially 
a folk product, in the devel¬ 
opment of which many 
people played a - role. When 


Magie's small supply of 
boards was used up, people 
began drawing their own, on 
linen or oil cloth with cray¬ 
ons, giving names to the 
streets, using thimbles and 
buttons for markers and al¬ 
tering the rules as they 
played. 

One key group of players 
gathered in 1929 around 
Ruth Hoskins, a teacher at 
the Atlantic City, New Jersey 
Friend's School. Hoskins 
had learned the game in In¬ 
dianapolis from her brother, 
who learned it at college. It 
had already been renamed 
Monopoly. Hoskins taught it 
to several acquaintances, 
mostly from Atlantic City 
and Philadelphia. These

players decided to give the 
properties familiar Atlantic 
City names—names like 
Boardwalk, Vermont, Orien¬ 
tal, Baltic, Mediterranean 
and Marven Gardens.

among these early devotees 
not to think of commercial¬ 
izing it. 

But if they didn't want to 
sell the game, Ruth Hoskins 
and her friends did enjoy 
sharing it* Ralph Anspach’s 
research has established that 
about a year later members of 
Hoskins’ circle taught the 
game to an unemployed 
young man living in the Ger¬ 
mantown section of Phila¬ 
delphia, Charles Darrow. 
Darrow, one of his tutors re¬ 
membered, with consider¬ 
able understatement, ^showed 
a great deal of interest in it.”

He did indeed, and Darrow 
furthermore lacked his teach¬ 
ers* scruples about trying to 
profit from it. 

In late 1934 he sold it to 
Parker Bros, as his own in¬ 
vention . . . and the rest, as 
the saying goes, is history, or 
at least mythology. 

Once Parker Bros, discov¬ 
ered Harrow’s deception, 
it bought up all the early 
Magie sets it could find, and 
paid Lizzie Magie, now Mrs. 
Elizabeth Phillips, S500 for 
the rights to her “Landlord’s 
Game.” And it began its im¬ 
mensely successful campaign 
of propaganda for the offi¬ 
cial line that Charles Darrow 
was the inventor of Monop¬ 
oly. The company did this 
most of all to protect its con¬ 
trol of the game, for if it could 
be established that Monop¬ 
oly had indeed been made 
and played before Parker 
Bros, produced it, the game 
would be in the public do* 
main, beyond anyone’s exclu¬ 
sive control. 

This cover-up was so suc¬ 
cessful that Anspach found 
only one news article that 
penetrated it, anobscureitem 
in the Jan. 27,1936 Washing¬ 
ton Evening Star. In this edi¬ 
tor? fmt/etf page 24

PG&E attempts a coup against 
public power in San Francisco 


The controller puts a misleading, one-sided and 
apparently illegal $1.4 billion cost-estimate for Prop. K 
in the voter’s handbook — using PG&E numbers

S an Francisco Controller John Farrell 
has quietly placed in the November 
voters' handbook a one-sided, mis¬ 
leading and apparently illegal cost es¬ 
timate for Proposition K, the initiative that 
would authorize a city study of the feasibility 
of municipalizing PG&E’s electric distribu¬ 
tion facilities in San Francisco, a Guardian in¬ 
vestigation has disclosed. 

Farrell submitted the estimate — a whopping SI ,4 bil¬ 
lion price tag — to Registrar of Voters Jay Patterson 
shortly after members of his office met with PG&E offi¬ 
cials. But by their own admissions, Farrell’s staffers 
failed tp consult any proponents of the initiative or public 

Guess who’s behind 
San Franciscans for 
a Reasonable 
Energy Policy?

A citizens committee funded in part 
by Pacific Gas and Electric has 
formed and launched a campaign 
against Proposition K, the 
Guardian has learned, using as one of its first 
tactics a confidential telephone poll. 

Former San Francisco Chief Administrative Officer 
Thomas Mellon is the treasurer of the committee, called 
San Franciscans for a Responsible Energy Policy 
(SFREP). The group numbers among its members Del 
Dawson, a staff aide to Supervisor Lee Dolson. Dolson 
disqualified himself from a 1979 hearing on the munici¬ 
palization of PG&E’s San Francisco facilities because 
of his PG&E stock holdings, which, according to Daw¬ 
son, Dolson still owns. 


SFREP has hired the cam¬ 
paign management firm of 
Solem and Associates to run 
its anti-Prop. K campaign. 
Interviewed by telephone by 
the Guardian, Don Solem 
confirmed that the group is 
supported and funded at 
least in part by PG&E. Solem 
declined to disclose the 
amount of PG&E"s contribu¬ 
tions to SFREP, or the iden¬ 
tity of any other contribu¬ 
tors. (The group is not legally 
required to list its contribu¬ 
tors until Sept. 22nd.) 

One of Solem’s first moves 
in the anti-Prop. K campaign 
was to commission a tele¬ 
phone poll, conducted last 
month by Public Response 
Associates. Solem character¬ 
ized the poll as an attempt to 
discover “what the voters 
were thinking and why/ 1 

Solem* s firm has also 
sent letters to the city’s su¬ 
pervisors to try to con¬ 


vince them to oppose Prop. 
K. The letter, dated Aug. 
9th, included a sheet head¬ 
ed ‘'GENERAL BACK¬ 
GROUND. CURRENT EF¬ 
FORTS TO MUNICIPAL¬ 
IZE SAN FRANCISCO’S 
ELECTRIC UTIL ITT’ that 
laid out many of the same 
ami-municipalization argu¬ 
ments being tested in Soiem’s 
poll. 

The Guardian has ob¬ 
tained a copy of the poll, 
however, and an examina¬ 
tion reveals it is a sophisticat¬ 
ed device for testing potential 
arguments for and against K 
and analyzing probable sup¬ 
porters and opponents. Here 
are some highlights: 

• The poll asks for some 
very personal i n format io n. 
Respondents were ques¬ 
tioned about sexual orienta¬ 
tion, family income, age, pol-

power authorities before submitting the damagingly high 
estimate. 

The San Francisco City Charter requires that the 
city’s controller provide for each measure on the ballot 
“an impartial financial analysis of the measure.” In ap¬ 
parent violation of the requirements of the charter, 
Assistant Controller John Madden and members of his 
staff accepted from high-level PG&E employees the 
company’s estimates of the amounts it would charge 
the city for its San Francisco distribution facilities and, 
with minimal processing, submitted those figures as the 
controller’s cost estimate for Prop. K. 

Despite the availability of a wealth of data on the 
likely cost of municipalization — including a 1973 San 
Francisco Grand Jury report, an in-depth study that 
same year by Accountants for the Public, a group of 
public-interest accountants, and the resources of R, W. 
Beck Associates, a firm the city has consulted on public 
power issues several times in the past—Farrell’s em¬ 
ployees consulted no one but PG&E officials. The re¬ 
sult was a scare figure, guaranteed to frighten voters 
faced with rising costs everywhere they turn. The con¬ 
troller’s figure is doubly misleading in that it failed to 
even consider the likelihood of net profits that might be 
earned by a city-run electric system—as much as $21.9 
million per year, according to the 1973 accountants’ 
study. 

Had the Guardian not discovered the controller’s 
quietly submitted Prop. K cost estimate while research¬ 
ing a related story, that figure would apparently have 
gone to the voters’ handbook unchallenged. Now, the 
Guardian and several supervisors have challenged Far¬ 
rell, Madden and their staffers to consult members of San 
Franciscans for Public Power (SFPP), the group that 
submitted the petitions to qualify the initiative for the 
ballot, and other public power authorities suggested by 
this newspaper. 

Here are the facts of the billion-dollar cost estimate, 
as uncovered by the Guardian: 

• The data submitted by Farrell was originally sup¬ 
plied to Madden by a PG&E attorney and a City Hali 
lob byi st f or the com pan y. 

• Madden submitted the cost estimate within three 
days of his return from vacation, and after only a token 
effort to reach SFPP. Madden finally spoke with an 
SFPP spokesman eight days after the cost estimate 
had been submitted. 

• The huge figure submitted by Farrell is intended to 
cover the actual cost of acquiring PG&E’s San Fran¬ 
cisco distribution facilities—despite the fact that Prop. 
K does nothing more than authorize a study and then 
the resubmission of the issue to the voters, who would 
then vote on the question of actual municipalization. 
Until the feasibility study is completed, no one will have 
reliable figures on the costs and benefits of municipali¬ 
zation. Noted attorney Myron Moskovitz calls Farrell’s 
estimate “outrageous” and misleading. Former Charter 
Review Commissioner Rodney Johnson, an attorney, 
says a cost projection based solely on PG&E data 
could cause a court to strike down the estimate. 

• City Attorney George Agnost and his chief dep¬ 
uty, Tom Toomey, have backed PG&E by claiming the 
controller’s estimate was prepared in conformity with 
the charter, despite admissions from Madden that he 
consulted only with PG&E. 

• Although the controller’s estimate was submitted 
quietly. Supervisor Quentin Kopp, a longtime opponent 
of a study of the feasibility of municipalization, was 
able to include the $1.4 billion figure in a ballot argu¬ 
ment against Prop. K he submitted to Patterson’s office 
by Aug. 23rd. But the three supervisors w r ho authored a 
pro-Prop. K ballot argument“Harry Britt, Carol Ruth 
Silver and Nancy Walker—did not know of Farrell’s es¬ 
timate until informed by the Guardian on Friday after¬ 
noon, Aug. 27th. 



The chronology 

On Aug. 3rd, representatives of SFPP submitted sig¬ 
natures to qualify the feasibility study initiative for the 
ballot. By then, PG&E had already begun to prepare its 
campaign to undercut, and ultimately defeat, the mea¬ 
sure. 

Both Madden and PG&E Assistant General Counsel 
Joe Kelly agree that the estimate submitted by the con¬ 
troller was based on figures supplied to Madden by 
Kelly early in August. But the two disagree as to which 
of them initiated the contact. According to Kelly, he 
and Lawrence Simi, a special representative of PG&E’s 
San Francisco Division manager, first approached Bob 
Yuen, the controller’s head accountant, after receiving 
calls from City Hall. 

“We learned a matter was going on the ballot which 
would involve a taking of our properties,” Kelly told 
the Guardian. “There were inquiries from City Hall, 
but I don’t know if the controller’s office solicited us. I 
don’t know where the inquiries came from.” 

Madden maintained no one from the controller’s of¬ 
fice contacted PG&E. “They made contact with Bob 
Yuen,” Madden told the Guardian. “I later had three 
or four phone conversations with Larry and met him 
once at a Board of Supervisors meeting to verify fig¬ 
ures.” 

PG&E, according to Madden, provided Yuen with a 
large spreadsheet listing the company’s replacement fig¬ 
ures for the equipment that it believes would be ac¬ 
quired during municipalization. The sheet, a copy of 
which has been obtained by the Guardian, is headed 
“Estimate of Cost of San Francisco Electric System,” 
and is dated “7-13-82.” It lists PG&E’s distribution, 
transmission and Martin Substation properties, and as¬ 
signs to each a number of age and cost values. 

Madden confirmed that the figures supplied by 
PG&E formed the basis for the controller’s estimate. 
When he returned from vacation on Aug. 16th, Mad¬ 
den told the Guardian, he reviewed the figures his staff 
had derived from the PG&E submission. “We knew 
they [PG&E] were biased,” he said, and therefore vali¬ 
dated-the utility’s figures by verifying them in the city’s 
property tax assessment rolls. The final statement, de¬ 
claring, “Based upon current city debt service rates and 
amortization periods and data from the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company, the total cost of acquisition could 
exceed $1.4 billion,” w r as filed with the registrar of voters 
on Aug. 18th- 

Madden maintains that during those three days he 
did attempt to reach the group that had submitted the 
initiative, SFPP. “We attempted to contact the pro- 

con iinued nex t page J 
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portents, but a number in their phone number listed in 
the registrar's office was transposed,” he explained. 
"We lost a couple of days and then attempted to get 
hold of Stan Shields, leaving a message on his tape 
machine.” Shields is a spokesman for 3FPP. 

Madden admits that, despite the charter requirement, 
neither he nor anyone else on FarrelPs staff contacted 
any other public power advocates. (Among those that 
might have been contacted are the Northern California 
Public Power Association, headquartered in Santa 
Clara, and the American Public Power Association in 
Washington, D.C) Nor did anyone consult the 1973 
grand jury report—a report that called on the SF Board 
of Supervisors to do a feasibility study. 

"We fell it was sufficient to contact the proponents 
and the opponents of the legislation, thinking they were 
the most knowledgeable,” Madden later told the 
Guardian. “We are willing to look at any other re¬ 
sources.” 

The cost estimate was filed on Aug, 18th, but Mad¬ 
den did not meet’ with Shields and other Prop, K sup- 
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porters until Aug. 26th—eight days after it was filed. 

Farrell’s $1.4 billion estimate was not disseminated 
widely, although Supervisor Quentin Kopp, president of 
the Board of Supervisors and a longtime opponent of a 
feasibility study, learned of it in time to include the esti¬ 
mate in a bailot argument urging a no vote on Prop. K 
that he submitted by Monday, Aug. 23 n}. Kopp told the 
Guardian, “We talked to the controller’s office Monday. 
It was at the registrar’s since the previous Wednesday. ’ ’ 

The Guardian learned of Farrell’s estimate on Fri¬ 
day, Aug. 27th (see sidebar). Supervisors Harry Britt, 
Carol Ruth Silver and Nancy Walker, all of whom had 
signed a ballot argument in favor of Proposition K, 
learned about the assessor’s estimate only when con¬ 
tacted by the Guardian Friday afternoon. Sups. Silver 
and Walker met with Farrell and Madden late that af¬ 
ternoon. 

Paula Fiscal, Silver’s aide, said “Silver was breathing 
fire. She was adamant. She told them the purpose of the 
study was to determine the cost. It’s elementary.” On 
Monday, Walker again confronted Madden in a hallway 
and “was jumping all over him,” according to Fiscal. 
The controller’s staff later came to Silver’s office, photo¬ 
copied her files from the 1979 effort to convince the 
supervisors to fund a feasibility study, and promised to 
make a decision by Tuesday or Wednesday, Aug. 31st or 
Sept. 1st. 

‘A judgment call' 

Madden said the legal basis for his including the cost 
of municipalization in his assessment of the costs of the 
proposition was his interpretation of the charter section 
requiring an impartial analysis of the proposition. 

“It is a judgment call,” he told the Guardian. “It is 
not a severable issue. If K is adopted, there is a manda¬ 
tory election on municipalization. We should inform 
people on what they are voting.” 

Madden said his methodology for determining 
PG&E’s value was the best his staff could do in the 
small amount of time allowed them. “The whoie issue 
is complex,” he said. “There is no clear-cut rule of 
thumb for defining reasonable cost. We based our esti- 


Confronting the controller 
with the other side 


The Guardian learned of 
the controller’s cost opinion 
on the morning of Aug. 27th 
while researching a related 
story. Guardian Editor and 
Publisher Bruce B. Brug- 
maim immediately con* 
firmed the reports in a phone 
conversation with Madden, 
and then dispatched a hand- 
delivered letter to the assis¬ 
tant controller in which he 
wrote, “As you admitted this 
morning, you are required by 
law to make an independent 
assessment of rhe cost o f city 
propositions. Instead, with 
Proposition K, you set a fig¬ 
ure of $1.4 billion solely on 
the basis of figures from 
Pacific Gas and Electric, de¬ 
scribed by you as the chief 
opponent of the proposi¬ 
tion.” 

In the letter, Brugmann de¬ 
manded “that a figure be set 


only for the actual cost of this 
proposition, which would in¬ 
clude only the cost of a feasi¬ 
bility study and any extra 
costs for putting on the elec¬ 
tion required in the proposi¬ 
tion.” Brugmann also pro¬ 
vided to Madden a list of 
seven sources of information 
on the cost and revenue fac¬ 
tors involved in municipali¬ 
zation for use “(i]f you insist 
upon including a cost for the 
municipalization” itself 

The Guardian also con¬ 
tacted Registrar of Voters 
Patterson, who confirmed on 
Friday that, despite Mad¬ 
den’s claims, the controller 
would be able to change his 
statement in the voter’s 
handbook at any time before 
Sept, 10th without incurring 
any significant additional 
printer’s costs. 
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mate on a detailed schedule from PG&E and used their 
assumptions for replacement cost.” Madden added he 
then checked PG&E’s estimates with assessment rec¬ 
ords maintained by the State Board of Equalization and 
found them to be “reasonable.” Asked by the Guardian 
on Monday to review the legality of the controller’s ac¬ 
tion, City Attorney George Agnost said the inclusion in 
the initiative of a requirement for an election on muni¬ 
cipalization permitted an interpretation of the charter 
allowing the controller to include a figure for its cost. 
He could provide no specific legal authority or prece¬ 
dent for his opinion, but added that requiring the con¬ 
troller to check any source other than PG&E would be 
“esoteric,” 

Chief Deputy City Attorney Tom Toomey, who re¬ 
searched the matter for Agnost, told the Guardian he did 
not inquire into the controller's method for checking 
PG&E’s costs, 

“That’s their business,” he said. “We don’t question 
it. If people disagree they can go to court and a judge 
will determine the proper cost,” 

Golden Gate Law School Professor Myron Mosko- 
vitz, a veteran of challenges to ballot statements, said the 
controller’s action “seemed outrageous.” Moskovitiz, 
who has successfully battled to remove misleading ballot 
arguments and financial statements in the case of several 
other state and local propositions, told the Guardian mis¬ 
leading or inaccurate statements should not be on the 
ballot. 

Attorney Rodney Johnson, a member of the Charter 
Review Commission in 1979 and 1980, told the Guard¬ 
ian the estimate may be in violation of the city charter 
on two grounds, “A court would recognize that the ini¬ 
tiative is only concerned with a feasibility study. The 
whole purpose of the initiative is to produce a financial 
feasibility study, not to have a conclusion made by the 
controller beforehand.” Johnson added that a court 
could conclude that an analysis relying solely on PG&E 
data is not impartial and would violate the charter. 

Proposition K campaign manager Shields said the 
controller’s estimate would seriously damage the cam¬ 
paign. 

“It is really misleading, talking about something we 
are not yet working on. It is incorrect. The totai cost will 
be $200 million or less because of the revenues the city 
will receive which they don’t talk about. It does hurt 
us.” 

Shields said his group intends to file suit late this 
week or early next week to force a change in the cost es¬ 
timate. 

In the meantime, controller’s office officials are 
“avidly re-evaluating their data,” Madden said. He and 
Farrell are scheduled to meet with Silver Wednesday 
morning. Sept. 1st to discuss the possibility of a language 
change. Fiscal noted, however, the controller’s office of¬ 
ficials have made no commitments to change the estimate. 

“If that estimate goes in as is,” Fiscal declared, “K is 
dead,” ■

K 
opponents as Mayor Dianne 
Fein stein, Supervisors Quen¬ 
tin Kopp and John Molinari 
and supervisorial candidate 
Bill Maher, One is that Prop, 
K will cost loo much, and the

ly. Statements, phrases or ar¬ 
guments about Muni, the 
sewer project and the reli¬ 
ability of city services appear 
in the poll seven different 
times. Respondents were 
asked to evaluate Muni serv¬ 
ices, and to compare the abil¬ 
ity of PG&E and of city em¬ 
ployees to run the electrical 
system. The poll mentions 
the costs of the feasibility 
study of municipalization 17 
limes in its 22 questions. 

Solem said the poll was a 
typical opinion poll. “It is 
not unusually slanted,” he 
said. “We are not trying to 
convince people, not partic¬ 
ularly.” 

The firm is apparently very 
sensitive about the content of 
the poll, however. Solem em¬ 
ployee Olive Lewis said she 
was dismayed that the 
Guardian had obtained a 
copy of the poll. “It is shock¬ 
ing you have that docu¬ 
ment,” she said. “That is an 
extremely confidential docu¬ 
ment.” 

Solem said the poll re¬ 
sults will not be disclosed, be¬ 
cause it would reveal the 
group’s campaign strategy. 

Meanwhile, the two main 
themes of SFREP’s anti-K 
arguments, as reflected in 
both the poll and the letter to 
the supervisors, figure prom¬ 
inently in ballot arguments 
opposing the initiative sub¬ 
mitted by Mayor Dianne 
Feinstein and Supervisors 
Quentin Kopp and John 
Molinari, 

“It is a waste of your mon¬ 
ey,” wrote Mayor Feinstein, 
“There is little likelihood that 
a city hall bureaucracy would 
run a gas and electricity dis¬ 
tribution system any more 
efficiently than the private 
sector,” 

Molinari agreed, calling 
Prop. K “dangerous to the fi¬ 
nancial health of our City.” 
He added there was no “rea¬ 


son to expect continued good 
service from a City-operated 
system.” 

Kopp took his own crack 
at K, writingthat “it could re¬ 
sult in more taxes, less reli¬ 
able electrical service to con¬ 
sumers and even reduced 
City services in other areas. ” 

In all, four supervisors— 
Kopp, Molinari, Richard 
Hongisto and Wendy Nelder 
—have announced their op¬ 
position to municipalization, 

Hongisto and N elder 
echoed the sentiments of 
Molinari and Kopp, telling 
the Guardian they do not be¬ 
lieve the city bureaucracy 
that runs the Muni and the 
sewer system can operate the 
electrical system inexpensively. 

Sup. Doris Ward said she 
is opposed to a feasibility 
study because it is expensive 
and the cost figure on muni¬ 
cipalization is already avail¬ 
able. Sup. Lee Dolson re¬ 
fused to answer Bay Guard¬ 
ian inquiries about Prop. K, 
but is a PG&E stockholder, 
and his aide, Del Dawson, is a 
member of SFREP. 


Only three supervisors, 
Harry' Britt, Carol Ruth Sil¬ 
ver and Nancy Walker, have 
declared their support for 
Prop. K. Sup. Louise Renne 
has been on vacation but 
aides said she is considering 
the measure. Sup. Willie 
Kennedy’s aides said she was 
also considering her position. 

Bill Maher, a candidate For 
supervisor, told the Guardian 
the issue is not a top priority 
for him and he had no posi¬ 
tion on a feasibility study. He 
added, however, that he 
thinks a new study would be 
useless since he does not be¬ 
lieve municipalization could 
save money for consumers. ■

othing better sym¬ 
bolizes the U.S. 
Department of Ag¬ 
riculture’s (USDA) retreat 
from providing the public 
with practical, advice 

about nutrition and health 
than its handling of 

Food/2, a magazine that 
was to have helped people 
diet and moderate their 
consumption of fat and 
cholesterol. 

Drafted during the Carter 
Administration as a follow¬ 
up to the highly acclaimed 
Food/!, the 52-page, full- 
color publication consists of 
three chapters. The first 
deals with weight control; 
the second with fats and 
cholesterol; and the third 
with recipes that apply the 
recommendations put for¬ 
ward by the “Dietary Guide¬ 
lines,” a pamphlet offering 
principles for good nutri¬ 
tion, published jointly by the 
Department of Health and 
Human Services and the 
USDA. 

On Sept. 24, 1981, nine 
months after inheriting the 
draft of Food/2, USDA Sec¬ 
retary John Block told the 
annual meeting of the Am¬ 
erican Dietetic Association 
(ADA) publication of the 
diet guide would take place 
“later this fall.” He added, 
“We know this publication 
will be a valuable resource 
for you and your clients. We 
hope you will find it even 
more useful than the first 
Food book published in 
1979.” 

Within days lobbyists for 
the meat and egg industries 
and the American Farm Bu¬ 
reau besieged the secretary’s 
office, charging Block with 
reneging on a promise to 
steer the USDA away from 
telling Americans what to 
eat. 

Less than a week after 
Block’s ADA speech, Dep¬ 
uty Secretary Richard Lyng, 
a former head of the Ameri¬ 


can Meat Institute, told 
USDA staffers the Depart¬ 
ment would not publish 
Food/2 due to budgetary 
considerations. 

But that explanation flew 
in the face of facts. The day 
Block spoke to ADA, his 
acting secretary for govern¬ 
ment and public affairs 
wrote in a letter to Rep. 
Margaret Heckler (R-Mass.) 
that “cost was not a major 
consideration in Food/2, 
since fiscal year 1980 funds 
were already committed for 
printing the publication.” 

The letter to Heckler also 
laid to rest any lingering 
doubt about the consumer 
demand for publications of 
this kind. According to the 
letter, Food/1 “had an un¬ 
usual demand,” setting dis¬ 
tribution records at the 
USDA and in the Consumer 
Information Center for the 
number of requests in a 
short period of time. Ulti¬ 
mately, 1.1 million copies 
were distributed. Only other 
booklets on food and nutri¬ 
tion-topped by the all-time 
USDA leader, * * Dietary 
Guidelines,” with seven mil¬ 
lion copies in print—sur¬ 
passed the popularity of 
Food/!. 

When queried about his 
promise to publish Food/2, 
Secretary Block told a meet¬ 
ing of consumer representa¬ 
tives in' April of this year 
that “a private sector organ¬ 
ization,” later revealed to be 
the American Dietetic Asso¬ 
ciation, would publish the 
magazine—minus the chap¬ 
ter on fats and cholesterol. 

“There are a lot of speci¬ 
fic problems people might 
have,” said Block. “To in¬ 
clude [cholesterol and fat as 
a separate chapter] indicates 
that the problem is more 
overriding than all of the 
others. [Food/2] is more de¬ 
signed to relate to healthful 
eating by ordinary people, 
not ones with special prob¬ 
lems,” he said.

U.S. Department of 
Agriculture suppresses 
guide to nutrition 


dais distance themselves 
from Food/2, and especially 
the chapter on fats and chol¬ 
esterol, you might expect the 
magazine to advocate vege¬ 
tarianism. That’s hardly the 
case. In fact, after reading 
the USDA manuscript, you 
might wonder “why all the 
fuss?” 

The most “controversial” 
statements in the text are so 
carefully padded with quali¬ 
fications that they greatly 
understate the degree of con¬ 
sensus in the scientific com¬ 
munity linking fat and chol¬ 
esterol to heart disease. In 
the eyes of hyper-sensitive 
commodity groups, the real 
offense is telling people the 
sources of fat and choles¬ 
terol in the American diet: 
meat, poultry, dairy prod¬ 
ucts, and cooking oils and 
fats. 

The Food/2 affair Is a 
double indictment of the 
Reagan administration’s 
USDA. First, it underscores 
the “very, very, very minor 
role”—as one transition aide 
phrased it—the White 
House sees for promoting 
good nutrition to the general 
public. Second, it shows that 
USDA officials are willing to 
disregard and even suppress 
sound scientific advice that 
influential backers of the ad¬ 
ministration find unsettling. 

The official explanation 
for deep-sixing the second 
chapter said that the manu¬ 
script “did not represent ail 
the knowledge available on 


this controversial issue.” 
Readers can now judge for 
themselves. 

When asked to comment 
on the uproar over USDA’s 
handling of Food/2, 
Richard Douglas, deputy to 
Assistant Secretary Lyng 
and the official charged with 
overseeing the USDA’s cabi¬ 
net-level publications com¬ 
mittee, said, “1 think [the 
charges! have been over¬ 
stated,” adding that, “a 
publication like Food/2 
should be placed in the pri¬ 
vate sector. It is very similar 
to many of the books you 
can walk into a drugstore or 
a bookstore and find.” 

Doesn’t the USDA have a 
unique role to play in pro¬ 
viding the public objective 
nutrition information at a 
reasonable cost? 

Douglas replied, “We 
have a role to play.” [em¬ 
phasis added? Then, waxing 
philosophical, he said, “We 
are trying to examine the ex¬ 
tent of what that role should 
be. One of the problems 
with government is that 
many programs have grown 
beyond what they were ini¬ 
tially designed to be. We need 
to redefine the USDA’s role 
in the light of the size of gov¬ 
ernment.” 

And, it would appear, in 
light of the special political 
muscle that the meat, egg, 
and other commodity inter¬ 
ests hold over the Reagan 
Administration’s USDA. □ 


‘Eating the 
moderate fat and 
cholesterol way’ 

S everal factors have been linked to heart dis¬ 
ease. Among them are high blood cholesterol 
levels, high blood pressure, diabetes, family 
history of heart disease, and obesity. Many 
scientists believe that the following raise the 
risk of heart disease: smoking, stress, physical inactivity, 
and excessive consumption of fat, saturated fat, choles¬ 
terol, and sodium 1 . 

High blood cholesterol levels are believed by some to 
be associated with a greater risk of heart disease, and low 
levels with a lower risk. Although blood cholesterol 
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levels vary among people, generally populations with a 
high consumption of saturated fat and cholesterol tend 
to have high blood cholesterol levels. Individuality and 
heredity permit some people to eat a high-fat, high- 
cholesterol diet and maintain relatively low levels of 
blood cholesterol, while others consume less and have 
relatively high levels. 

Debate continues about the desirability of making 
general recommendations to the entire U.S. population 
regarding intake of dietary fat and cholesterol. Many 
scientists, including the Surgeon General of the United 
States, consider it sensible to consume only moderate 
amounts of fats and cholesterol. Moderation poses no 
known health risk, and may reduce your risk of heart 
attack. No diet, however, will insure against heart dis¬ 
ease. 

Read on to learn how to moderate the total fat, sat¬ 
urated fat, and cholesterol in your diet. You'll find 
practical tips to help you select and prepare food the 
moderate fat and cholesterol way. 

If you’ve decided that eating moderate amounts of 
fat and cholesterol is right for you, you’ll need to know 
which foods are sources of fat, saturated fat, and chol¬ 
esterol. Most of the total fat and saturated fat in the 
American diet comes from fats and oil, meat and poul¬ 
try, and dairy products. Most of the cholesterol we eat 
comes from eggs, meat, poultry, and dairy products. 

Moderating fat and cholesterol doesn’t mean giving 
up anything. It does, however, mean learning to bal¬ 
ance the fat and cholesterol content of your meals and 
snacks. 

The tips that follow show you— / 

• Which foods to include for variety. 

• Which foods to use in moderation. 

• How to prepare food in new ways. 

• Charts to compare the fat and cholesterol content 
of foods.

Vegetable/Fruit Group 

Vegetables and fruits are generally low in fat, and 
contain no cholesterol unless cholesterol-containing in¬ 
gredients are added in processing or cooking. Many 
vegetables and fruits are at their best eaten raw. But—if 
you choose to cook them, here are some quick tips: 

• Steam, boil, or bake vegetables; or for a change, 
stir-fry in a small amount of vegetable oil. 

• Go easy on sauces, butter, or margarine. Try sea¬ 
soning with herbs and spices. Sweet spices such as all¬ 
spice, cardamom, cinnamon, cloves, and nutmeg go 
well with fruits. “Salad” herbs, including caraway, cel¬ 
ery, parsley, and tarragon, complement vegetables. 
Herb-seasoned vegetables are flavorful without added 
fat or salt. 

• Try lemon juice on salads or use limited amounts 
of dressing. 

• Read ingredients labels on canned and frozen 
products to check for added fat. 

Bread/Cereal Group 

Grains have no cholesterol, but homemade or com¬ 
mercially prepared grain products may contain ingredi¬ 
ents with fat or cholesterol. Many commercial bakery 
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products are rich in fat. If you like to bake, you can 
easily control the types and amounts of ingredients you 
add, Here’s how: 

• Substitute margarine for some or all of the butter 
in baked products and, when possible, oil instead of 
shortening. Experiment with using less fat than your 
recipe calls for. 

• Try whole-grain flours to enhance flavors of baked 
goods made with less fat and cholesterol-containing in¬ 
gredients. Rolled oats add flavor and crunchiness to 
rolls, bread, and cookies. Cornmeal can be used in 
cookies, not just in cornbread. Have you ever tried a 
brown rice pudding? It has a nutlike taste. Try substi¬ 
tuting cooked brown rice for white rice in your favorite 
recipe. 

• Make pie crust with whole-wheat flour, graham 
crackers, or whole-grain cereal crumbs and use marga¬ 
rine or oil instead of shortening. Fill with a peach-yogurt 
mixture, 

• Check ingredient labels on store-bought baked 
goods for listings of fats and oils and cholesterol-rich 
ingredients. 

• Serve angelfood cake with unsweetened fruit sauce 
for a surefire dessert that is low in cholesterol and fat. 

Milk/Cheese Group 

When selecting dairy products, try the lowfat op¬ 
tions. Nonfat and lowfat milk (I and 2 percent fat), 
buttermilk, and lowfat yogurt are good choices. When 
fortified with vitamins A and D, lowfat milks contain 
all the essential vitamins, minerals, and protein found 
in whole milk. 

Dairy products are the major source of calcium in 
our diets. Because calcium is needed by both adults and 
children, keep it in mind™aJong with fat and chol¬ 
esterol—when making dairy selections. 

More from the dairy case: 

• Use skim or lowfat milk in puddings, sauces, 
soups, and baked products. 

• Substitute plain lowfat yogurt or lowfat cottage 
cheese which has been whipped in your blender in rec¬ 
ipes which call for sour cream or mayonnaise, 

• Try mozzarella cheese or other cheeses made from 
part-skim milk. They’re lower in fat and cholesterol 
than Cheddar or Swiss. 

• Natural cheeses, such as Swiss, Muenster, and 
Cheddar, usually contain less sodium than processed 
varieties like American cheese, “Process lowfat cheese 
products’ J —though low in fat and cholesterol—contain 
more sodium than many other cheeses. 

Meat/Poultry/Fish/Beans Group 

Compare the fat and cholesterol content of different 
cuts of meat, poultry, fish, beans, and eggs. The trim- 
mable fat contributes most of the total fat and satur¬ 
ated fat to meat while both the lean and the fat contain 
cholesterol* Lean cuts of meat include beef round, 
rump, and sirloin tip; pork loin; leg of lamb; and all 
veal cuts. In comparison to meat, a greater percentage 
of the fat in fish is polyunsaturated. Lean fish—had¬ 
dock, cod, pollock, turbot, flounder, and halibut, for 
example—are somewhat lower in cholesterol than 
meat. 



In the eyes of hyper-sensitive commodity 
groups, the real offense is teiling people 
the sources of fat and cholesterol in the 
American diet. 


Some pointers: 

• Trim fat from meat before and after cooking (in¬ 
cluding the fat between muscles). Cook meat or poultry 
on a rack so the fat will drain off. 

• Roast, bake, broil, or simmer meat, poultry, and 
fish without added fat. Braise in a covered pan on top 
of the range or in the oven, or pan-broil in a non-stick 
pan. 

• Remove the skin from chicken and turkey to cut 
down on fat. 

• Chill meat or poultry broth until the fat becomes 
solid. Spoon off the fat before heating the broth, 

• Eat moderate servings of meat, poultry and fish. 

• Read labels of frozen main dishes, such as 
lasagna, pizza, and pot pie, carefully before buying. 
Check to see if fat is a primary ingredient (one of the 
first in the list) and if the type of fat listed is saturated. 

Dry beans and peas contain no cholesterol and only 
minimal amounts of fat unless fat is added in cooking* 
Try cooked dry beans or peas as an occasional main 
dish, or as a vegetable side dish. You can add them to 
casseroles, soups or salads to stretch your main dish. 

Eggs are important in the preparation of many 
foods* For example, they keep foods like mayonnaise 
from separating* They also thicken liquids, such as 
those in puddings and pie fillings* 

Egg yolks have a high cholesterol content, while egg 
whites contain no cholesterol at all* Here are some tips 
for going easy on cholesterol without giving up on eggs: 

• Prepare scrambled eggs, omelets, etc*, so that only 
one egg yolk per serving is used. Add a few egg whites 
to the mixing bowl to make more generous servings. “ 

• Many recipes contain egg yolk. To find out the 
approximate whole egg content of various prepared 
foods, see the chart below. 

• Substitute egg whites in recipes calling for whole 
eggs. For example, you can use two egg whites in place 
of each whole egg in muffins, cookies, puddings, and 
pie fillings.

Fats/Sweets/Alcohol Group 

Foods that contain fat vary in the amounts and types 
they contain. Animal fats, for instance, tend to be 
higher in saturated fat, while most vegetable oils are 
generally higher in either poly- or mono-unsaturated 
fat. On the other hand, hydrogenated or partially hy¬ 
drogenated vegetable shortenings and margarines con¬ 
tain different amounts of saturated fats, depending on 
the brand. Only animal fats contain cholesterol. 

Tips about fats and oils: 

• Go easy on fried foods, especially breaded or bat¬ 
ter fried. They absorb a lot of oil during cooking* 

• Select soft margarines in which the first ingredient 
listed on the label is a liquid polyunsaturated oil, such 
as corn oil, 

• When possible, choose vegetable oils. For ex¬ 
ample, in baked products use oil or margarine rather 
than shortening, lard ot butter. 

• Use moderate amounts of salad dressings. 

Choose snack foods with care. Some are high in total 

fat, saturated fat, cholesterol, or sodium. ■

Pity the poor, 
misunderstood 
Pinot Blanc 

JEFFORMONT 

P oor Pinot Blanc! Another misunderstood 
grape with an identity crisis. The debate 
rages over whether the grape is akin to Pinot 
Noir, Chardonnay, or the melon grape of 
Muscadet, or whether it is simply a distinct 
grape with an independent identity. 

Pinot Blanc’s problems don’t stop with the question 
of grapehood, for it is hard-pressed by an even more 
crushing crisis—threatened extinction. The casual ob¬ 
server might not fear for the life of Pinot Blanc, for it 
seems reasonably well entrenched in a variety of wines 
around the world. It regularly appears in the cuvees of 
Champagne, is bottled as a varietal in California and 
Alsace, constitutes the lion’s share of the Italian wine 
Terlano (or Terlaner), and is blended into several Ger¬ 
man whites under the name Klevner or Weisser Bur- 
gunder. But if Pinot Blanc’s recent experience in Cali¬ 
fornia is indicative of a trend, the grape is steadily 
losing ground to varietals tike Chardonnay, an equally

shy bearing grape but one with greater success and pub¬ 
lic acceptance. 

Though California acreage in Pinot Blanc has in¬ 
creased by half in the last seven years^ that still only 
makes about 1,750 acres—a mere drop in the prodigi¬ 
ous California wine bucket. California’s relatively min¬ 
uscule Pinot Blanc acreage is probably even smaller 
than that of Burgundy, which is by some accounts the 
ostensible homeland of the grape. If it weren’t for the 
“game preserves” of Wente and Chalone, which main¬ 
tain some of the last major refuges of the grape, Cali¬ 
fornia Pinot Blancs could easily go the way of the pas¬ 
senger pigeon. 

Veteran Napa winemaker Joe Heitz almost sounded 
Pinot Blanc’s death knell when he abandoned the grape 
in 1972 after eight oaky attempts. But the grape still has 
some promise in California, especially in Sonoma and 
Mendocino Counties and along the central coast, where 
a few persevering enologists are still willing to sacrifice a 
promised income and assured results for the sake of the 
art. 

The winemakers of Alsace probably most respect 
Pinot Blanc as a varietal wine. This may be explained in 
pan by the peculiar French laws governing Alsatian 
wines, which emphasizes grape type rather than the 
specific growing area from which the wine derives. 
(Alsatian wines sporting a varietal name must be made 
exlusively from the named grape.) Pinot Blanc may be 
only one of Alsace’s seven cepages nobles (classed 
grapes), but the Alsatians may be the most likely to 
preserve dry, fresh, acidic Pinot Blancs, as appropriate 
counterpoints to the region’s rich cuisine of foie gras, 
sausages and wild game. 

Generally speaking, the best Pinot Blancs compare 
favorably in style to California Chardonnays and some 
white Burgundies, as they can be rich, dry, buttery and 
firm. Because many of them mirror Chardonnay quali¬ 
ties in a less assertive, less distinctive fashion, they have 
been referred to as “lightweight” Chardonnays. 
Another name for the grape, “poor man’s” Chardon¬ 
nay, can be highly misleading, for a bottle can set you 
back as much as, or more than, a Chardonnay.

RINGLING BROTHERS AND BARNUM & BAILEY 

CIRCUS. At the Oakland Coliseum, Tuesday, Aug. 24th 

T o assess the 112th edition of the fabled Ringling 
Brothers and Bamum & Bailey Circus, I de¬ 
cided I needed a team of guest critics to help 
me out. Fortunately, a trio of likely candidates 
agreed to take on the task, though they had a 
few non-negotsable demands. Rebecca, who is seven, 
said she must not be referred to in print as “Becky” under 
any circumstances. Nine-year-old Joey wanted to be 
certain that he didn’t have to like everything. (I assured 
him it might be a very boring review if he did.) And Ben, 
who at six is a man who does not waste words, let me know 
as soon as we entered the Oakland Coliseum that some 
fringe benefits, in the form of munchies, were essential to 
insure a job well done. 

Negotiations completed, we settled into our seats to 
take in the pre-show antics of the clowns. My colleagues 
watched with polite disinterest as the merrymakers ca¬ 
vorted in their fright wigs, big shoes and silly make-up, 
but were far more concerned with the highwires, trapezes 
and other promising contraptions lying in wait above and 
around the three-ring setting. This only confirmed my 
feeling that the klutzy Tom-and-Jerry clown routines of 
this otherwise splendiferous show are amusing only to 
children below the age of discernment, and that our own 
local Pickle Family Circus and Make-a-Circus have it all 
over the Ringling Brothers in the clown department. 

Finally the lights went down, the band revved up and 
the traditional opening parade began. The procession of 
decorated elephants and horses, men in striped pants on 
high stilts, family troupes in bespangled costumes and 
chorines in bright feather headgear was indeed dazzling 
to us all. “It’s neat like how all the costumes are glittery,” 
resident fashion expert Rebecca opined. Of particular 
interest was Mighty Michu, the 33-inch-tall fellow who is, 
according to the program, seven inches shorter than P.T. 
Barnum’s Tom Thumb. “Is he a kid or what?” asked 
Rebecca. It took some explaining to convince my com- 1 
padres that Michu is, indeed, a fully adult person. 

Hooked at last, we hunkered down to enjoy what we 
all agreed was the best, and most time-honored, pan of 
the show: the daring and dexterous feats of the Eastern 
European acrobatic and trapeze troupes. Appearing 
simultaneously in three rings, the Kovatchevi, Silagi and 
Oblocki teams built five-high human pyramids, and

tumbled and flipped their way through very suspenseful 
and graceful routines. Even when the littlest Silagi (who 
appeared to be no older than my fellow critics) took a 
tumble into the arms of his brothers during one difficult 
trick, the reaction was one of forgiveness. “He’s just 
having a little trouble,” Rebecca remarked with sym¬ 
pathy. 

Thumbs were also up for the black King Charles Troupe 
and their frenetic unicycle basketball routine, and for the 
Mighty Michu’s horse and dog acts. The poodles (which 
were nearly as tali as Michu himself) were particularly 
enjoyable to watch, proving that though the breed is not 
known to possess great intellect, poodles do excel at stupid 
tricks like prancing around on their hind legs. 

After more clown routines (still unfunny) there was an 
eagerly awaited act: Elvin Bale on the Wheel of Death. 
Bale, a hunky blond showman who clearly delights in 
being the resident Ringling Brothers daredevil, kept his 
precarious balance on a tall, whirling contraption that 
looked very scary. The rousing band wasn’t playing the 
theme from 2001 for nothing. 

After a colorful wild west extravaganza number it was 
intermission time, and despite the fact that it was past 
some of our bedtimes and the show had already been 
going on for an hour and a half, we were primed for more. 
We had already consumed pink and blue cotton candy, 
caramel com and peanuts, but Ben seized the opportunity 
to raise his first critical question of the evening: “Is that 
all we get to eat?” 

After fortifying ourselves with more (expensive) circus 
food, we came back to take in the animal acts. My com- 
padres didn’t seem to share my discomfort at seeing mag¬ 
nificent, formerly wild beasts being put through Pavlovian 
paces. We did, however, concur that dromedaries are not 
particularly adept at that sort of thing. 

After the sleepy-looking tigers and the balletic ele¬ 


phants, Elvin Bales returned, this time to climb a fire¬ 
breathing erector-set dinosaur with his customary aplomb. 
He was followed by still more clo wns, a three-ring display 
of “perch” (that strange art that involves gripping a strap 
in one’s teeth and whirling high above the crowd) and a 
thrilling bareback acrobatic routine by the equestrian 
Slavovi family. 

Around this time, with the floor beneath us sticky with 
snow-cone moosh and peanut shells, there didn’t seem to 
be anything more the circus could possibly do to top itself. 
But the acts kept on coming: the baby elephant brigade, 
Michu in a clown doctor routine and Elvin Bale finally 
riding his high wire motorcycle. Though this was certainly 
exciting, Joey noted that the trick was a little unfair be¬ 
cause there was no net. If Mr. Bale lost his exquisite bal¬ 
ance as he whipped along the wire he would be landing on 
us. Ben snoozed off around then, and we couldn’t quite 
rouse him for the Human Rocket '(cannons are pass^ 
now, but the effect is still the same), but the rest of us felt 
this was a fitting finale for what had been a truly wonder¬ 
ful show. 

My trio of fellow critics, sleepy-eyed and sticky-handed, 
were alert enough as we made our way to the parking lot to 
give me their final summation of the affair. Was it, I 
asked, the promised “greatest show on earth”? “Yes,” 
said Rebecca with certainty. “Maybe,” said the more 
circumspect Joey. But the final commentary belonged to 
Ben, refreshed by his brief nap. “How should I know?” 
he asked back, conscious that at the age of six he still has a 
few more shows to check out. “But it is the best circus 
I’veeverseen."

T he story may be apocryphal, but it’s a good 
one. As Jamaican lore has it, a particularly 
sweltering summer in 1967 led pop musicians 
to search for a slower, more easily danceable 
sound than the then-popular fast-paced ska 
rhythms. The result was “rock steady,” a languid, lilt¬ 
ing style in which melodic love songs were sung on top 
of an easygoing, emphasis-on-the-off-beat rhythm. 
American pop and soul tunes coming into Jamaica 
from New Orleans and Miami radio stations proved 
to be useful vehicles for the new sound, as popular 
groups such as the Heptones scored local hits with rock

steady versions of Elvis Presley's “Suspicious Minds” 
and of Motown songs. Jamaican singers even took to 
dressing up in three-piece suits like their slick soul 
counterparts in the U.S- 

Evemually, in the early '70s, rock steady gave way 
to modern reggae. Bob Mariey and the Wallers, on 
their rise to international prominence, quickened the 
pace, made the music more bouncy and adopted the 
militant message and sartorial style (army fatigues, 
khakis, dreadlocks) of Rastafarianism, Vet some of 
the most popular rock steady groups, such as the 
Mighty Diamonds, retained their audience by sticking 
with their suits and pretty songs while at the same 
time adding Rasta concerns to their lyrics. Now 
known as “lovers’ rock,” this style of reggae is cur¬ 
rently regaining popularity, 

Gregory Isaacs has remained a major force in Ja¬ 
maican music for more than a decade by adeptly

mixing achingly beautiful melodies with promises of 
fire and brimstone/*if I don’t get my desire. I’ll set 
the plantation on fire,” Isaacs sang sweetly on 
“Slavemaster,” a pretty tune that typified this ap¬ 
proach during his hour-long set at the Stone on Satur¬ 
day evening. Because of the scarcity of his records 
here and the absence of consistent touring — this was 
Isaacs’ first West Coast appearance — he remains rel¬ 
atively unknown in this country. This is changing, 
however, due to the recent domestic release of both a 
new album. Night Nurse (Mango), and his 1976 clas¬ 
sic, Mr. Isaacs (Shanachie),

his subdued, understated vocals, gentle sens lality and 
elegant attire. Yet despite generally excellent .naterial 
that wove gracefully between love songs and social 
protest, his performance lacked bite. For the most 
part he seemed somewhat distracted, as if unable to 
bring himself up to the emotional level his Eyries called 
for. He seldom engaged his audience, except for the 
obligatory “Are you feeling all right?” questions, and 
went about doing his job competently, but with aloof¬ 
ness. It wasn’t until near the end of his set that Isaacs’ 
soft voice gave way to a more highly charged delivery, 
his tenor ringing out brightly and taking on a dynamic 
quality only hinted at earlier. 

The rousing latter part of Isaacs’ performance 

proved what two other leading lovers’ rock propo¬ 
nents, the Mighty Diamonds and Dennis Brown, have 
also demonstrated during their appearances here 

during the last year or so — that cool need not be a 
substitute for passion. The disappointment is that 
Isaacs didn’t seem to feel the spirit until his set was 
nearly completed. 

★ ★ ★ 

Roots Radic, the able Jamaican studio band that 
backed Isaacs at the Stone and on his most recent al¬ 
bum, did not play the opening set it was scheduled to 
perform. The group started playing nearly an hour 
after it was supposed to, and only had time for one 
instrumental number before Isaacs came onstage. 
From a seat in the audience it was easy to see why this 
occurred — band members were still arriving at the 
club minutes before they belatedly took the stage. 

This illustrates an all-too-frequent problem with 

reggae bands touring the U.S. Reggae has enough dif¬ 
ficulty overcoming buiit-in obstacles to American ac¬ 
ceptance — its blackness and militance on the one 
hand; its underdeveloped business practices on the 
other — without compounding the situation by show¬ 
ing disrespect for its audience by coming late. ■

Military madness 

EDWARD GUTHMANN 

AN OFFICER AND A GENTLEMAN. Ai me Regency II, 
SF; Berkeley, Berk.; and Rockridge. Oakl. 

O ne of ihe phenomena of the summer 
movie season. An Officer and a Gentle¬ 
man , is an “old-fashioned” romance 
set in a contemporary Navy officers’ 
training school in Washington State. 
It stars Richard Gere as Zack Mayo, a tattooed recruit 
who learns devotion and responsibility at the hands of a 
hard-driving drill instructor. It co-stars Debra Winger as 
the girl Gere sweeps Qiterally) off her feet. 

The picture has made a mint since its release a month 
ago (it’s second only toE, T in box office receipts right 
now), which might suggest a certain flair for light escap¬ 
ism. On the surface, it offers plenty of that. Beneath the 
hearts and valentines, though, An Officer and a Gentle¬ 
man trades on political sentiments that idealize the Amer¬ 
ican military creed, treating notions of physical domina¬ 
tion, valor-through-suffering and nationalist chauvinism 
like undisputed virtues. It’s a slick, aggressively manipu¬ 
lative film. 

There’s so much to dislike in An Officer that one 
almost overlooks such matters as Richard Gere’s mediocre 
performance in his first film in 2 Vi years. Gere has got to 
be the Laura Antonelli of male movie stars: he doesn’t 
really act, but strikes poses, sniffles, grumbles, flexes and 
pouts. He’s a marvelous camera subject — full-lipped, 
both tender and rugged-looking, almost voluptuously 
pretty — but, inevitably and unfortunately, he’s always 
the same Richard Gere. His smoldering sexual longing is 
mighty appealing, but it’s so mannered at this point that 
it functions as a diversion, a smokescreen to hide his lim¬ 
ited abilities. 

Winger is another story. As Paula, the small-town 
factory girl who heaves herself at Gere’s feet , she quietly 
steals the film. Winger has that rare, soft quality (Joan 
Haekett has this, too) of delivering a line without grand 
emphasis or undue gesture, but with utter conviction. 
When she brings Gere home for dinner to meet her down- 
beat family — silently hostile Dad and eager-to-please 
Mom — Winger really seems to belong to that working- 
class milieu. She wears her character. 

Aside from the two handsome leads and their romantic 
sparks, An Officer is most concerned with the American 
military ethic, embodied here by Sergeant Foley (Louis 
Gossett Jr., the fierce, foul-mouthed drill instructor who 
draws a bead on Gere, Though producer-writer Douglas 
Day Stewart (The Blue Lagoon) and director Taylor 
Hackford (The Idolmaker) would have us believe that a 
caring heart beats beneath Foley’s arsenal of bluster— 
that his sadism is fueled by generosity and patriotism — 
there’s really not much in Gossett’s performance to indi¬ 
cate this complexity, or to expand on what’s actually a 
miserably elided movie archetype. 

Foley’s a meager-spirited bigot who hates women, 
who hates “Mick Jagger music,” who makes cruel, racist 
fun of a Latino recruit, who calls his recruits “queer” 
when he wants to be especially nasty, who takes sadistic 
delight in administering punishments and calisthenics 
and who swears to “use every means necessary, fair and 
unfair, ” to “trip up” his “poopies.” 

We’re supposed to view Foley coldly at first, then 
humorously (anyone who says “dick-brain” and 
“poopie-ass” in a movie is automatically funny) and 
then, finally, with affection. After all, this flinty-eyed 
rooster of a man really cares about Gere — that’s why he 
drills him into pulp. He wants Gere to become a man, to 
face the challenge of combat, to realize his true potential 
as a naval aviator. 

The Foley mentality is at the heart of An Officer and a 
Gentleman . His brutishness is shown as admirable — not 
just because his language is funny to some people, but 
because he represents a hard-line, rough-and-ready 
militarism that’s consonant with today’s up-the-defense 
ethic in the White House. Foley tells his recruits fresh-of f 
that “if you’re too peaceful a person to dump napalm on 
enemy villages — knowing they may be filled with women 
and children — then I’ll find out.” The word “peaceful” 
is spewed forth like invective — precisely the same inton¬ 
ation Foley gives to “scrotum-head,” “queer” and 
“pussy.” 


Writer Stewart and director Hackford are nobody’s 
fools — they know their audience. They’ve fashioned a 
pro-militarist, misogynist and racist love-k-oMeave-it 
movie for the Reagan Era. An Officer and a Gentleman 
may sport a contemporary veneer — thanks to a little 
flesh and a lot of garbagy, locker-room humor — but it’s 
really the most conservative and regressive of films, as 
smug, banal and self-congratulatory as that other popu¬ 
lar ode to nationalist piety, Chariots ofFire. 

In its final moments, when Gere and fellow recruits 
graduate from their 13 weeks of basic training, their 
gung-ho camaraderie and pride are reminiscent of the 
rousing jingoism of ’40s movies like Ten Gentlemen 
From West Point and Yankee Doodle Dandy. Gere and 
his friend Sceger (Lisa Eilbacher), the only woman in his 
graduating class, are so cute and earnest in their uniforms, 
they could be TV pitch artists for a Navy recruitment ad. 

Some movies are just bad —An Officer and a Gentle¬ 
man is pernicious. It celebrates the American war ma¬ 
chine, equates courage and character with physical intim- 
idation and, most absurdly of all, suggests that a rifle and 
a military uniform are inherently potent aphrodisiacs. ■

Jamaaladeen 
Tacuma s bass and a pair each 
of drums and guitars, creating 
a whirlwind of raw emotions to 
shake your body and rattle your 
mind. 

MATERIAL, Memory Serves 

(Elektra-Musician). Loosely 
organized around Fred Maher 
(drums). Bill Laswell (basses) 
and Michael SeSnhorn (synthe¬ 
sizers and stuff). Material meta- 
morphosizes into air, water or 
pure energy, depending on 
who’s along for the ride. With 
guitarists Sonny Sharrock and 
Fred Frith, violinist Billy Bang, 
saxophonist Henry Thread- 
gill and others, you can hear 
country and western. Fripp and 
Eno, Miles and Coltrane in the 
huge spaces and textures held 
together by rocfdfunk rhythms. 


DERK RICHARDSON 

These experimental combina¬ 
tions fall in the cracks between 
jazz, rook and "new music" 
and succeed on the strength 
of their fresh and eccentric 
improvisations. 

CARLA BLEY, Live! (ECM), 
Last year s "big label" debut. 
Social Studies, was one of 
I98t's best, but it nearly ironed 
out the quirks in Bley’s sardonic 
style Uve! t recorded in August 
1981 at the Great American 
Music Hall, captures her bril¬ 
liant composing and arranging 
in their best light — that supplied 
by her rambunctious ten-piece 
band under her firm but slightly 
whackey direction. Such diverse 
personalities as husband- 
trumpeter Michael Man tier, for¬ 
mer Modern Lover drummer D, 
Sharpe, slippery and guffawing 
trombonist Gary Valente and 
the quietly eloquent bassist 
Steve Swallow retain their iden¬ 
tities white melding intoa sound 
as smooth and immediately 
familiar as a glib TV theme.

• 1979 Pierre Sparr* Alsace 
($7). The unusual nose — 
an amalgam of lemon, va¬ 
nilla and tart apples — sug¬ 
gests a flavor ful wine, wtikh 
it is: mellow, round, woody 
and firm. 

• 1979 JekeJ Vineyards, 
Monterey County- (S7.50- 
$9.50). With the exception 
of a slightly burnt chemical 
edge on the nose, the wine is 
light, pleasant, flinty and 
fresh, with layers of fruit, 
acid and oak* 

• 1978 Trimbach, Alsace 
($6). An agreeably tart, eas¬ 
ily quaffable, inoffensive, 
simple wine that in no way 
betrays its age. It begs to be 
served with food. 

•X978 Charles LeFranc, 
San Benito County “Maison 
Blanc” ($3-$3.50). This 100% 
Pinot Blanc wine is a good 
value, worth it for the nose 
alone, which is fruity and like 
butterscotch. It lacks the fla¬ 
vor, intensity, texture and 
body of the others, but has 
no obvious flaws and repre¬ 
sents a decent value for a 
white wine under $4. 

Other Pinot Blancs tasted 
include 1977 Josmeyer, Al¬ 
sace ($6) — slightly chemical 
nose, dry, flinty, fruitless; 
1979 Wente, Monterey Coun¬ 
ty ($5) — suggestively sweet¬ 
ish nose, overacid, watery, 
bitter; 1980 Wente, Monter¬ 
ey County ($5) — sulphury, 
stinky nose with a taste to 
match; perhaps released too 
early or just a bad bottle; a 
real letdown.

with a carafe of the house white 
(C. K. Mondavi), came to $35.62. 

A dinner for two on another 
visit proved much more interest¬ 
ing. For one thing, we discov¬ 
ered that it pays to get the wait¬ 
ress talking — that'll gain you 
entry to the family feeling that 
pervades the place. We also dis¬ 
covered a hidden store of a lovely 
79 Aligote imported by Jacque¬ 
line’s over on 24th Street in Noe 
Valley — a marked improve¬ 
ment over the jug house wines. 
The lighting and coloration seem 
more appealing at night, and the 
dinner menu is fuller. Service 
was again slow — it took a half- 
hour lo order — but we were 
more relaxed and didn't care as 
much Our first dish was pasta: 
fresh mostaccioli in a thin basil 
and garlicky tomato sauce, and 
quite tasty. The minestrone was 
again delectable, tasting more 
of vegetables at this visit. Both 
entrees, when they finally arrived, 
were appealing — Scallopina 
Marsala con Funghi offered 
passable (though a little over- 


chewy) veal in a lovely Marsala 
sauce with mapie sugar over¬ 
tones and fresh mushrooms, 
and Chicken Cacciatore was a 
strongly spiced baked casserole 
(unfortunately, the chicken 
hadn’t been in the sauce long 
enough to impart much flavor). 
The sauteed fresh vegetables 
that accompanied the veal were 
first-rate, Dessert here is Zaba- 
glione. noteworthy more for its 
enthusiasm than tor the finesse 
of its crafting, {There's also the 
option of stepping around the 
corner for ice cream.) Dinner 
for two, with the wine, came to 
$38.02, 

Mamma Vittoria is not the sort 
of place you'd want to travel 
across town or across the Bay 
to visit — happily, since il too 
many diners started doing that, 
none of us would ever get in 
It's a neighborhood place, one 
to keep on visiting until you've 
become one of the family. The 
food is good, but it's only part of 
the attraction.

don, there is an unsigned art¬ 
icle about Lizzie Magie Phil¬ 
lips, then a gray-haired 
matron living in Arlington, 
Virginia, and her games. 

The article, besides identi¬ 
fying her as the originator of 
Monopoly, features a photo¬ 
graph of her holding the 
boards from two of her earli¬ 
er editions of the game, one 


of which clearly showed the 
name Monopoly in large let¬ 
ters. She was still a follower 
of Henry George, the article 
noted, and did not regret 
missing out on the fortune 
that Parker Bros, and Dar¬ 
row were reaping from the 
game. Except for this short 
article, the official history of 
the game’s origin has gone 
unquestioned by dozens of 
other reporters and writers 
who have published articles 
on the game through the 


years. This includes coverage 
in the most prestigious publi¬ 
cations in the country, in¬ 
cluding the New York Times, 
The New Yorker and others. 
The Bay Guardian’s articles 
in 1976, by investigative re¬ 
porter Burton Wolfe, were 
the first to challenge this offi¬ 
cial version. 

In late August, 1982, the 
U.S. Court of Appeals for 
the 9th Circuit accepted 
Ralph Anspach’s evidence 
and ruled that Parker Bros,
